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1 . Applicant's election of Group I and 2F2 in the reply filed on 2/1 1 /08 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 81 8.03(a)). 

2. Claims 4-6 (nonelected species in that the elected species of 2F2 
antibody is IgGl ),1 3,1 4,1 7-20,25-28,34-40,52-58,60,70-92,94-1 02 are 
withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected inventions or species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
2/1 1 /08. 

3. Claims 1-3,7-12,1 5,16,21-24,29-33,41-51,59,61-69,93 are under 
consideration. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species. 

a) The claimed antibody, antibody fragment or bispecific molecule. 

b) The claimed molecule elected above which is unlabelled, conjugated with a 
drug, conjugated to a cytotoxic agent or conjugate to a radioisotope. 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species 
recite the mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these 
species are not obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if 
no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. There is an examination and 
search burden for these patentably distinct species due to their mutually 
exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of search (e.g., 
searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing 
different search queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would
